rial nor the skilled Isbor to do the work; 
but we have everything necessary for the 
canning of fruit and .vegetsbles. Our 
farmers will gladly grow the. stuff, and 
grow it as cheap as it can be grown ‘any- 
where, then make more at it than they 
make now, growing either berries or corn; 

and the labor can be employed as cheap 
here as st any other point fornished 

“with good shipping facilities. The cann- 

ing industry is what we need developed. 
It wil} comvert the fruits and vegetables 
of our farms into staple articles that. can 
be sold st & paying price. There is an- 
other featares ofthe business; it cannot 
be overdone by the people of Salisbur. 
A half dozen canneries could be run 
moresdtantageonsly than one, especially 
is this true ot the oyster business, 

It will pay our farmers to organize a 
Stock company and put some money in 
such an enterprise if it will furnish an 
outlet for their material. -
